n an luciindcacent-Lamp Factory. 


The beautiful little glow lamp, with 


t! fragllo bulb and delicate fllnuiout, IB 
i far more interesting production than 
ts nia&bive and cumhorKomo progoni- 
or, lite arc lamp. In our rapid tour 
through the incandescent-lamp factory 
wa ara more struck thiu ever by tho 
share that female labur takes in the 
electriol industries. We kaow that 
the inhabitants of "Central" til belong 
to tho gentler sex, and that the tele- 
;raph key is often hnudled by the nlin- 
)lo fingers of a woman; in the factories 
that we have already visited we have 
seen girls busily employed'in winding 
luo wire on the spools of small eleotro- 
nagnetj for telegraph and t-lephone 
mstrumcnlB, and coarRer wire on the 
armatures of small dynamos anj mo- 
tors, and in many other of tho lighter 
and liner tasks incident to electrical 
manufactures. Electricity hai opened 
many now avcDucs of employment for 
women who have to earn their own liv- 
ing; the work is almost always of an 
attractive uamre, aiid ai increased ikill 
is acquired with practice and experi- 
ence, a very satisfactory rate of j'ay, 
compared with that wfciob obtiins iu 
other industries whero female labor Is 
largely used, is attained. 


As we pass from ono part of the lamp 


factory to another, wa see the littlo 
bulbs in a formative *tag'&, liko a small 
bottle with a neck at each end, in ono 
place, the carbon filamouts in another, 
tho bases and connecting wires in a 
third, the finished lamps in a fourth. 
Tba process of manufacturing the car- 
bon filaments from bamboo threads IB 
a long and intricate one, and is carried 
on in strict aaoluaion as u trade secret. 
But wo cau see tho qutok-fiugered ^irls 
pick up the hairlike lilaments and joint 
them to the little pieces of plaiiuum 
wire which are fused luto tho neck of 
the bulb; to the platinum wires are 
soldered other pieces of copper wire, 
which connect with the brass screw cap 
and button, insulated from e&ch other 
by plaster of Paris; that form the baie 
of the lamp. When tho filament U in- 
serted in the bulb and tho baae sealed 
up, thotubo which projects from tho 
top of the bulb is connected to a mer- 
cur; air-pump to exhaust tho air from 
the bulb; this done, tho tubo is cutoff 
and the bulb sealed up at the same mo- 
ment, leariug the little point or cone 
that is to be seen on the top of all in- 
candescent lamps. There are inauy in- 
termediate operations in the evolution 
of the glow lamp, and every pact of the 
work is checked by the most careful 
supervision, and each lamp is closely 
examined and tested before Doing wrap- 
ped and packed for shipment. The car- 
bon filaments must be accurately meas- 
ured and their resistance tested, the 
platinum wires must bo juat so long- 
er rathor just so short—and no longer, 
eycry joint and connection muat be per- 


fect, aoj every juncture of glisa with 
metal must bo rigoruuily air-tight:—

The Weight of Bees. 


An interesting note about the weight 


of bees appoars in an American journal 
dovoted to agriculturo. It seems that 
aa ordinary bee, not carrying any'load 
of pollen, weighs one-fivo-thousandths 
of a pound. Five thousand bees thus 
nuke up a pouud in weight. When, 
however, tho bee is carrying hii load of 
pollen or honey, as he returns from 
foraging amid the flowers, his weight 
is increased nearly threo times. lie 
carries thus about 
twice his own 


weight, a result not surprising to those 
who have studied tho muscular powers 
and ways of inseots at Urge. When 
bees aro loader! it requires only 1,800 of 
them to make up the pound. Details 
are alao given regarding tho number of 
bees which may exist in a hive. From 
(our pound lo five pound weight of 
baes are found in au ordinary colony. 
This moans iu figures of population 
some 20000 to 23,000 individuals. A 
big swarm, It is said, will often double 
this estimate.
